A. INTRODUCTION OF NEW SERIES 


General Level of Employment 
Non- Agricultural Employment 


Finland. 


Two new series of indices, one relating to the general level of employment, 
the other relating to the level of non-agricultural employment, have been 
introduced in the present issue of the Supplement. 


Definition and coverage. Persons aged 15 years and over. All persons work - 
ing for pay or profit for at least one day during the reference week. The 
series include persons with a job but temporarily not at work, unpaid 
family workers who worked at least 15 hours during the reference week, 
as well as employers and persons working on their own account. 


Source of data. Labour force sample surveys. 
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Computation. Since 1958 a monthly random sample survey covering 
pons aged 15 years and over on the population registers of the communes 
as been conducted by means of mail questionnaires, the response rate being 
about 85 per cent. Currently the sample consists of 30,000 persons, or 0.9 
per cent. of the pupulation of each commune ; two subsamples of 10,000 
persons each report for alternate weeks so that 10,000 persons are covered 
each week, and a further subsample of 10,000 persons reports for one week 
in every second month. Monthly data are computed from the weekly figures. 
In the Statistical Supplement these series are published on the base 
1958=— 100. 


Italy. 

Two new series of indices, one relating to the general level of employment, 
the other relating to the level of non-agricultural employment, have been 
introduced in the present issue of the Supplement. 


Definition and coverage. Persons aged 14 years and over who are gain- 
fully employed at the time of the surveys. Persons absent from their work 
as a result of sickness, holidays, etc., are considered as employed. Children 
between 10 and 14 years of age are included if they are regularly employed. 


Source of data. Labour force sample surveys. 


Computation. Employment figures are established on the basis of data 
supplied by quarterly sample surveys. The stratified two-stage sample 
covers 25,000 households distributed among 1,400 communities representing 
the whole country. 

In the Statistical Supplement these new series are published on the base 
1954= 100. 


Non-Agricultural Employment 
Belgium. 


A new series of indices of the level of non-agricultural employment has 
been introduced in this issue of the Supplement. 


Description and coverage. Wage earners and salaried employees of both 
sexes (including part-time workers, foremen and apprentices) on the pay- 
rolls of the reporting establishments during the pay period including the 
15th of each month. Persons temporarily absent from work are included in 
so far as they appear on the pay-rolls. 


Source of data. Statistics of establishments. 


Computation. Indices are calculated monthly, from reports of establish- 
ments in certain branches of economic activity (mining and quarrying, 
manufacturing, construction, electricity, gas and sanitary services). Statistics 
cover establishments with ten or more workers ; for certain branches of 
economic activity all establishments are covered. The general index re- 
presents a weighted average of the number of persons employed in the various 
branches, the weights being based on the total number of persons employed 
in these industries in June 1959, as defined by the National Office of Social 
Security. 

Indices have been available since January 1958. In the Statistical 
Supplement this series is published on the base 1958= 100.

A new series relating to pomp eg seamen registered at the employment 
offices of the Maritime Pool has been introduced in this issue of the Supple- 
ment. 
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The description of this new series is identical to that published in the 
January 1960 issue of the Supplement in respect of the general level series, 
which does not cover unemployed seamen. 


Consumer Price Indices 


Australia (6 state capital cities). 


A new series of consumer price indices with original base 1952-53=100 
was introduced in the January 1961 issue of the Supplement. 

The new index is based on estimated consumption patterns of households, 
mainly wage earners’ families, in the six state capital cities. Significant 
changes in the composition and the weighting of the index were introduced 
at intervals during the period. 1950-60. The sets of weights used for the 
different periods covered by the index were based on data derived from 
various sources, such as consumption and production statistics, continuing 
surveys of retail establishments, etc. 

Prices for most of the items are collected quarterly from selected retailers 
and other outlets in the six state capital cities. Prices for food items are 
obtained monthly. Rent quotations are ascertained quarterly from returns 
of weekly rents for unfurnished houses of four and five rooms. Price averages 
for the six state capital cities combined are obtained by weighting the average 
prices for each city by the corresponding population iigures. 

The index is a chain of fixed weight aggregative indices. The weighting 
of the index from the beginning of the current linked series (i.e. March 
quarter, 1960) is representative of an adjusted 1956-57 pattern of con- 
sumption valued at March 1960 prices ; the number of items and the per- 
centage weights used in the computation of the index are as follows :

Malta (13 localities). 


A new interim index of retail prices, linked at April 1960 to a previous 
series (original base September 1946=100), has been introduced in this 
issue of the Supplement. 

The new index, with original base April 1960= 100, is based on an estim- 
ated consumption expenditure pattern, in 1959, of mainly urban and semi- 
rural wage earners’ households in 13 localities, the estimates being derived 
from the 1955 pilot survey on family expenditure, adjusted on the basis of 
other available statistics. 

Prices for all items except rent are collected monthly from 349 selected 
retailers and other outlets. Rent quotations are obtained annually from a 
random sample of 600 households in six localities. Seasonal fluctuations are 
not taken into account except for the prices of fresh fish, where a system of 
monthly variable subweights is used. The price movements of each item 
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are computed in the form of “retailers’ item indices”; these are tabulated 
and averaged for each locality. The individual locality item indices are then 
grouped into three “ population groups ” (covering various localities but 
roughly the same number of households), and “ population group indices ” 
are then calculated for each item. These latter indices are finally combined 
into country item indices which, in their turn, are weighted to form the 
subgroup and total indices for the whole country. . 

The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed base. 
The number of items and the percentage weights used in the computation 
of the index are as follows :

Spain (175 localities). 

A new series of consumer price indices with original base 1958=100 has 
been introduced in this issue of the Supplement. 

The index is based on the results of a family budget survey conducted 
during March 1958 among wage and salary earners’ families with a total 
annual income not exceeding 85,000 pesetas. The survey covered 50 capital 
cities, 60 municipalities with more than 20,000 inhabitants and 140 munici- 
palities with less than 20,000 inhabitants. 

Prices of food items are collected three times a month in the 50 capital 
cities and six other towns with over 100,000 inhabitants and once a month 
in the other municipalities. Prices of clothing items are obtained monthly. 
Rent quotations are ascertained quarterly and relate to middle-class apart- 
ments of four rooms, kitchen and bathroom. 

The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed 
base. The number of items and the percentage weights used in the computa- 
tion of the index are as follows :
